the process of killing meat for the 
winter's use. Most farmers have a 
pigor two-to salt down. and some have 
mutton or beef, and the quality of 
meat which is to furnish fond for the 
family will depend a good deal on the 
way it is cured. 

To one gallon of water take one and 
n half pounds of salt, half pound of 
sugar, half an ounce of saltpetre, half 
an ounce of potash. Insthis ratio the 
pickle to he incredsed to any quantity 
desired. Let those be boiled togeth- 
er; all the dirt from the sugar arises 
to the top and is skimmed off. Then 
throw it into a tub to cool, and when 
cold, pour it over your beef or pork, 
to remain the usual time, say four or 
five weeks. The meat must be cover- 
ed with pickle and should not be put 
down for at least two days after kill- 
ing, during which time it should be 
slightly sprinkled with powdere 1 salt- 
petre, which removes all the surface, 
blood, Ko., leaving the meat fresh and 
clean- Some omit boiling the pickle, 
and find it to answer well, though the 
operation of Loiling purifies the pickle 
by throwing eff the dirt alwuys to be 
found in salt or fugar.—Fizrmer'a Ga- 
zette.

Funprxa Stock.—Overtee ting is 
as injurious as underfeeding., Prob- 
ably more sickness occurs, especially 
amongst horses, from this cause than 
from any other, In addition to this 
evil effect much fodder is wasted when 
stock ure supplied with unlimited quan- 
tities. Even if it is only within their 
reach, they will pull it down it down, 
pick out the choice bits, und waste the 
remainder. There isa certain amount 
which is just right, and either more or 
| less than thatis an evil to be guarded 
against. Owners of stock should watch 
this, us being more interested and ca- 
pable of judging than the great ma- 
jority of hired men. The proper sup- 
ply may be measured by the appetite 
of the animal, which, in good health, 
will lead it to eat with relish all that 
is necessary. When any is left in the 
manger the beast has been overfed, 
and when it has just enough it vill 
eat and enjoy its allowance and lick 
its trongh clean, It is difficult to 
manage this without direct occasional 
supervision, “Where tho owner is, 
the crib is clean,” and in his absence 
much waste is almost certain to occur.

A 
sidtple binding is worn around the 
neck; there is no collar, as it would 
look like a third cape. When made 
in drap d’ece or other cashmere the 
trimming is fringe or guipure lace, with 
cording or passumeuterie studded with 
jet. Solid black trimmings are ia 
best taste, but white and bluck mixed 
braiding, machine stitching,and fringe 
ure much used. Three yards of dou- 
ble width cashmere are required for 
these wraps. At present they are not 
lined, but for winter they will require 
a lining of farmer's eatin or Italian 
cloth, or else thin, soft flannel. Fur- 
nishing houses charge from 825 to 
$35 for these mantles, according to 
the trimmings used. With elaborate 
braiding and fine jets they cost much 
more. 8 
CLOTH WRAPS. 


New cloths have a diagonal twill 

o serge, and aro as soft as cashmere; 
these, however, are only found in 
Hrench garments, and can not be 
bought here by the yard. The cloths 
most sold are plain smooth be&vers, 
soft, flexible anid fine, and the tricot 
beaver, with almost iuvisiblo twill.— 
Plain beavers cost from $4 50 to 9a 
a yard; tricot, from $4 50 to $6.—

Captain ne we 
are ipt of truly disheartenin 
hte nahe whaling fleet lately cruting fh the 
Aret{{Ocean, The greater portion of the 
fleot. numbering over thirty vessels, bas 
beemmgdught® the ice and hopeletsly crus- 
hode r held fast.that they bad to ba 
abandoned. Fortabsiely the weather was 
such that all the ctows were safely got on 
board’ the vessels whieh werg 'autaido the 
pack Whhough, in some ius landes, the 
utmog expedition had to be ie savo 
life. “Th the case of the Romar dy describ- 
ed to us by oneof the companyy the sight 
mu ve beeu feartully interesting.

It 
was decided to lighten the brig Kohola, 
and to try to get her over tho bar at Waiu- 
wright iolet, ou which there were five or 
six feetof water, She was hauled along- 
side the Charlotte. uf San Franciscon, and 
her oil and stores landed on her deck,and 
she was then found to draw nine feet of 
water. Tlowever, she was taken down 
the voast in the narrow strip of open water 
close tothe beach, and an attempt made 
to get her over the ghoal water.

In Plover Bay. 

On the 16th the last boat's crews 
were taken® on beard, and the wind 
blowing strong from the ‘northwest, 
they weighed anchor sud steered to 
the suthwest, it having been agreed 
between the daptains of the ships to 
proceed to Plover Bay and there got 
water and wood to last them 6h the 
passage to the Sandwich Islands.— 
This was done by five of the ships, the 
Arctic, Progress, Midas, Lagòda and 
Europa, which arrived there on the 
24th, and sailed again on the 25th.—
